Thad no idea that I was about 
to create an incident. There I 
was standing in the usual long 
line at my neighborhood gro- 
cery store with my arms full of 
food - two loaves of bread, a jar 
of peanut butter, several 
bananas and a gallon of milk. 

Surprisingly, I wasn't haying 
any trouble juggling my assort- 
ed groceries until my eyes 
swept across the front page of 
one of those tabloid newspa- 
pers. That's when the incident 
began. I dropped the bread and 
the bananas. Then, I started to 
laugh. Loudly. 

"JFK, Jr. Dumps Girlfriend", 
the headline boldly proclaimed. 
This "newspaper". ‘obviously 
had gone to press several days. 
before "America’é most eligible 
bachelor” married the girl he 
supposedly dumped. It's a good 
thing they don't predict the 
weather, I thought. Then, I 
picked up my bananas. 

Yet, there is a weather equiv- 
alent of those tablóid newspa- 
pers. And, like the “rags” that 
report Elvis sightings, the 
inside scoop бп Hollywood stars 
and JFK's supposedly trouble- 
some love life, these publica- 
tions ‘often make promises they 
can't possibly keep. 

But, no one séems to mind 
because, like the tabloid néws- 
papers, no one seems to take 
these publications too seriously. 
Chances are you have one at 
home right now. It's called the 
Old Farmer's Almanac.

When 
the almanac actually seemed to 
get the forecast correct, their 
popularity soared. 

Ben Franklin: was one of the 
first people in the New World to 
jump on the almanac bandwag- 
on. His "Poor Richard's 
Almanac", first published in 
1732, was a best-seller for 25 


years. 
Franklin knew the weather 
forecasts were hogwash, but 
the reading public didn't seem © 
to care. So, Franklin liked to 
have some fun with his weath- 
er prognostications. 
1а the 1733 edition, for exam- 
ple, readers learned that the 
weather on January 7 could be 


the Old Farmer's Almanac has 
been doing something that no 
self-respecting meteorologist 
would ever dare to attempt - 
predict a full year’s worth of 
weather: : Not only ‘does: the 
Almanac forecast the weather 2 Zintéresting. "Snow if not warm ^ 


for the next 12 months, butita 
editors claim an 80 percent 
accuracy rate. 

How do they do it? I'm afraid 
they won't tell us. It's a "secret 
weather forecasting formula" 
devised by founder Robert B. 
Thomas over 200 years ago. А 
formula that still exists. today 
and is kept in a black tin box at 
the Almanac's office in New 
Hampshire. 

The Old Farmer's Almanac is 
the latest in a long line of 
almanacs that folks have 
delighted in for centuries. 
Almanacs first showed up in 
Germany in the early 16th cen- 
tury and were an immediate 
success. 

After all, here was a publica- 
tion with the audacity to pre- 
dict the weather - something 


at ‘this’ time," 
declared: 

‘The forecast from this year's e 
Old Farmer's Almanac is a lit- 
tle:more definite. "The period" 
from November through March 
is expected to: be colder than 
normal," the almanac says. 

Yet there are other predic- 
tions that would have made 
Franklin proud. The forecast 
for June 13-15, 1997 calls for 
"hot and humid. weather" @
